The  enrollment  was  as  follows:  Dorna  Arnett, 
Junior  Arnett,  Betty  Bruner,  Billy  Burden,  Martha  Carpenter,  Wilbur  Deeter,  Martha  Jean 
Fernsler,  Betty  Jo  Ferguson,  Lois  Flory,  Norma  Jean  Jones,  Raymond  Null,  Byron  Paul, 
Lois  Shank,  Donna  ir'tephens,  Donna  Mae  Teaford,  and  Jimior  Tharp. 

Our  first  six  years  were  spent  in  the  elementary  building.    We  had  a  new  experience 
in  our  seventh  and  eighth  grades.    We  became  members  of  the  Junior  High  School  and  had 
part  of  our  classes  in  the  high  school  building. 

During  these  years,  several  new  students  entered.    Beverly  DeVelbiss,   Jesse  Mike- 
sell,  Junior  Marshall,  Don  Laux,  and  Fred  Clark.
